The artists of the Renaissance period 
were produced in a different manner. They 
were usually boys who entered the workshop 
of the master artists, and there learned their 
trade simply by assisting the great men who 
were their teacher's, and gradually becoming 
masters themselves, The vast majority of 
the pupils who went into these workshops 
never really got out of them; they 
remained as superior assistants, help- 
ing their great masters to carry 
out their many works. The greatest of 
them, however, left the workshops, went off 
on their own, wandering about Europe, mr? 
ing up experience, and finally coming back 
home to start their own workshops. These 
were the exceptions, and they were the great 


MASTERS OF FORM.

A Wireless Expert. 


Were I what is called scientifically- 
minded, I should make it a point to attend 
Professor Edward Appleton’s lecture on 
Wireless Exploration of the Upper 
Atmosphere ’’ at Ballsbridge this even- 
ing. No one is more qualified to approach 
the various problems and aspects. of wire- 
less than Professor Appleton, who is the 
author of various original papers on its 
scientific questions. He is a compara- 
tively young man, still under forty, and 
has had a most distinguished academic 
career, He was educated first at Bradford 
College, and later at St. John’s, Cam- 
bridge. The war years claimed him from 
his work, and he served with the West 
Riding . Regiment, and finished as a 
captain in the Royal Engineers. During 
post-war years he has devoted, himself to 
the study of the scientific aspects of wire- 
less telegraphy with increasing success. 
Professor Appleton is a member of the 
Radio Research Board and Secretary of 
the British National Committee for Radio 
Telegraphy. In 1929 he set the seal of 
authority upon his work by winning the 
Liebmann Memorial Prize offered by the 
American Radio Institute.

In Darkest Shankill.

Foolscap. 


~* While purchasing some foolscap paper 
at a stationer’s I was intrigued by the 
strange name given to this particular size 
of paper. “When I asked the salesman if 
he knew low. it.came to receive its appella- 
tion he confessed that its strangeness had 
never occurred to him before, and regretted 
that he could not enlighten me. 

After many inquiries I discovered that 
the word, as applied to paper, dates from 
the days of the Commonwealth in England. 
King Charles I. was in the habit of 
granting monopolies to individuals which 
enabled them to manufacture articles, and 
sell them at high prices for their own 
advantage. One grant was for the manu- 
facture of a paper, about fourteen by 
seventeen inches in size, which was water- 
marked with the Royal coat of arms and 
used for Government purposes. 

After the King’s execution his coat of 
arms was removed from this paper by 
Parliament as a sign of contempt. 
place a mark signifving a fool’s cap and 
bells was substituted, and the paper was 
named foolscap as an indignity to the 


memory of the King. 
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only a year ag he published what is to be 
his last.

Tt is unlikely that George Moore’s works

Earthquakes. 


Calamities like that in New Zealand 
make inhabitants of these islands feel 
thankful that serious earthquakes are 
unknown to them. It may surprise many 
to learn that between the years 974 and 
1916 a.p. there were 1,190 earthauakes 
m Great Britain—826 in Scotland, 310 in 
England and 54 in Wales. Figures for 
Ireland, I believe, are not obtainable ; 
certainly I have never come across them, 
From 1889 to 1916 the number of earth- 
uakes was 366, an average of 15 a year. 

he great majority of these were dis- 
cernible, of course, only with the aid of 
seisinographic instruments. About a score 
of British earthquakes have attained 
destructive intensity, while only one is 
known to have caused loss of life. In 
1580 an apprentice was killed in London 
by a falling stone, dislodged by an earth- 
quake. The strongest British earthquake 
occurred near Colchester on April 22nd, 
1884 


Journeumen Clock-menders. 


One of the most welcome travelling 
tradesmen in rural areas is the journeyman 
clock-mender. He is always certain to find 
plenty of work waiting for him in every 
district which he visits. In most cottages 
and farmhouses there are generally clocks 
or watches which either refuse to go, or 
keep such erratic time that they are 
virtually useless. He takes a particular 
pride in repairing wag-o’-the-wall and 
grandfather clocks, and there is great de- 
ight in the household when the ancient 
timepiece begins to tick noisily again. He 
carries his tools in an old Gladstone bag. 
His charges are fairly moderate ; but, then, 
he is invariably invited to take a ‘‘ cup o’ 
tay ' and a few eggs. 


A Matter of Tupe. 


The dispute among enthusiasts for Irish 
whether the so-called Gaelic characters 
ought to be abandoned in favour of the 
modern Roman letters for the writing and 
printing of Irish—as the Government 
already has decreed—may be intensified 
by the latest news from Russia. I learn 
from a friend in Rome that the Russian 
Commissar of Public Instruction has 
ordered that the Latin alphabet shall be 
used henceforward in printing the Russian 
language. Complete “‘Latinisation’’ ef 
the schools is to be completed by 
the year 1933. Latin characters will be 
introduced simultaneously in Mongolia 
and Turkestan. Will Gaels regard the 
example of Russia as one of admirable 
progress or of Bolshevistic subversion of 
established things? 


Swallowing a Camera. 


If the invention of two young 
Austrians, which is now being tried out 
at a London hospital, is found to fulfill 
expectations, it seems that sufferers from 
internal trouble will shortly be asked by 
their doctors to swallow a camera. The 
camera is about two inches long and hali- 
an-inch thick, and in the course of a 
twenty seconds’ visit to the patient's 
hinterland, it will take a complete series 
of sixteen photographs of the stomach. 
These, when they have been enlarged one 
hundred times, will give the doctor a very 
clear idea of what is happening, and the 
invention may well lead to a completely 
new line of investigation. 

It is a relief to hear that the specialist 
who has tried it on himself reports that 
the camera is easy to swallow, and that he 
felt no ill-effects. 


Al Shock in the Library. 


In these days, when detective stories 
with titles of the “‘Corpse on the Bath- 
Mat ” type are a commonplace (a corre- 
spondent writes), it must be difficult, I 
think, for novelists to surprise us by giving 
a startling name to their books. Yet I 
confess I felt a slight shock yesterday while 
wandering round a library in search of 
something to read.

LITERATURE. 


LECTURE BY MAJOR PAUL 
RUZICKA.

€£ HE development of Czechoslovak 

T literature began in the tenth 

century, reached its zenith in the 

declined appreciably, in the 
eighteenth, was wholly dormant for fifty 

years, only to expand with unusual vigour 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century. 

This was a statement by Major Paul 
Ruzicka in the course of an interesting !ec- 
ture on “Modern Czechoslovakian Litera- 
ture” to members of the Dublin Writers 
Club, at 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin, last 
night. 

Around the year 
1848. he said, young 
Czech men of letters 
aimed at realism 
and cosmopolitanism. 
An outstanding pér- 
sonality with this 
tendency was Jan 
Neruda, who was at 
first a  bitier and 
ironic critic of his 
own emotional hie, 
and later became 
deeply sensitive and 
truly lyrical in his 
poe Im “Simple 
'Tbemes. He wrote outstanding stories 
about old Prague, which were the first to 
ever give a truly literary and artistic de- 
scription of the different types of people in 
the Czech capital. | 

Neruda, in common with all his school. 
worked as a journalist, and, as such, created 
excellent articles in the way of light litera- 
ture and criticism. His contemporaries, 
Hálek and Heyduk. excelled in the writing 
of lyric songs, while Carolina Svetla dealt 
with serious problems of society in her novels, 
and often added to them «a local colour. This 
theme was carried farther by Jakub Arbes, 
a writer of novelettes. 

Neruda’s generation ruled the ‘sixth and 
beginning of the seventh decade, the speaker 
eaid. Svatopiuk Cech’ at this time chose 
local historical matter as the subject of his 
poems, and dealt with the social and political 
crises of Europe and the Slavs. He also 
wrote versified fairy tales. One of his most 
popular works described, in a fascinating 
way. an excursionof a tynical Prague burgeois 
to the moon in a dream. 

Resembling Cech in several 
Eliska Kásnohoiská, who was also a suc- 
cessuful translator of Byron. She was the 
spiritual, leader of the movement for the 
emaneipation of women, and was foremost 
among Czech Women in het interest in 
political, social and cultural problems. She 
was also outstanding as a skilful exponent of 
patriotism. 

If the revolt of Neruda’s group against 
patriotic romanticism ended with definite and 
pronounced national consciousness, its dream 
of world citizenship was renewed and realised 
by the new generation which appeared in the 
seventies. It also brought a wave of roman- 
ticism. The editor of the leading periodical 
of this movement, Sld4dek. studied English 
poetry, and made excellent translations of 
the whole of Shakespeare's works. 

HISTORICAL NOVELS. 

The works of the greatest Czech historian, 
Palacky, led the way to the historical novels, 
Another novelist whose source of inspiration 
was Czech history is Alois Jirasek, In 1918. 
when the German Armies attacked the 
Western Front of the Allies and pressed them 
back, he composed and read a solemn oath 
at a meeting in Prague, at which more than 
6,000 delegutes from all the Czecho-Slovak 
countries and from Jugo-Slavia assembled. 
So we are standing here,” he declared, as 
a spokesman of his nation on that day, 
“ firmly convinced of the ultimate victory of 
justice, of the victory of truth over falsé- 
hood and deceit. At the cross-roads of 
history we swear by the glorious memory of 
our ancestors, before the eyes of the sorrow- 
stricken nation, over the graves of those who 
have fallen for the cause of liberty, to-aay 
and for all eternity, we will hold out and 
will never give way. We will be faithful in 
all our work, struggles and sufferings, faithful 
unto death. We will hold out unto victory.” 

His true companion was Zikmnud Winter, 
the speaker continued. who was more 
prominent in cultural and social history. And 
there grew out of this fruitful contact 
between esthetic literature and history a 
foundation of Czech realism. The speaker 
then spoke at some length of the Czech 
people’s love for the historical novel. 

National life had always been closely linked 
with rural life. Hence, rural stories played 
an important part in Czech literature. Every 
province in Bohemia had its own author 
describing it and its people with great love 
and understanding, often employing local 
dialect. 

A unique phenomenon in Czech literature 
was the poet Peter Bezruc, for many years 
hidden behind a mysterious pén-name. 

From the middle of the century there was 
noticeable imprevement in Czech drama. In 
1862 a provisional Czech theatre was built. 
In 1865 there followed the erection of the 
National Theatre; a beantiful- building, which 
to this day is the largest Czech oe The 
funds for the erection of this edifice were 
exclusively subscribed by the public; even 
the poorest contributed with such readiness 
that the whole sum was collected in less 
than three months. Realism entered into 
Czech literature without struggle. It had 
its foundation in stories of rural and 
provincial town life, and also in the scientific 
method of historical novels. 

The war novel was also in strong favour, 
Maior Ruzicka said, and dealing, preferably, 
with the experiences and adventure of 
Ceecho-Slovak revolutionary troops in 
Russia. Among these could be counted the 
books of Medek and Kopte, who served with 
these troops, and completed the long and 
adventurous journey home through Siberia 
and across two continents:

A NEW BISHOPRIC. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH 


Sin,—The reasons put forward for the rejec- 
tion of the second bishopric plan in the 
Diocese of Down, Connor and Dromore {as re 
ported lucidly by your Belfast Correspondent) 
must surely appeor to your readers to be con- 
vincing proofs of the urgent need for such a 
bishop. The extraordinary condition that is 
announced of the Parish of St. Marys, 
Belfast, calls aloud for a ehange of system. 
Already out of General Synod funds a free 
curate is provided for this parish. The 
salaries of two other curates are in part de- 
frayed by Church extension funds. The 
T.C.D. Mission is working in the parish; and 
it is proclaimed that, though there are six 
clergymen responsible for the people there, vet 
Sunday sthedl teaching is only given to 850 
children out of 4,500. 

Similarly, the Rector of Ballymacarrett is 
announced as saying that ten bishops could 
not ~~? him unless he had more halls and 
more clerical assistance. Is it not possible 
that a bishop, with more time to devote to 
the problems of East Belfast. might solve the. 
difficulties in other ways’ Halls have been 
multiplied in that parish with not altogether 
satisfactory results. Every new rector has 
his own plans, which are not always identice!. 
Can we not suppose. that a bishop who saw 
that this huge parish really needed dividing 
up could be of some use? 

Whatever the state of some Belfast parishes 
may be, there are scores of parishes in the 
Counties of Antrim and Down that would re 
joice in the better oversight and spiritual 
help which another bishop could give. It is 
not clear in what way General Synod funds are 
sought to be applied to meet the wishes of the 
opponents of the bishopric scheme. Is it to 
pay the parish debts that are cited’ Is it to 
provide Sunday school teachers or more 
mission tells? The funds available for clergy 
are seldom fully utilised.—Yours, etc..

The 
Bishop pointed out that, with the exception 
of the hospital in Galway City, no other 
accommodation was provided, and asked the 
Committee to consider whether anything 
could be done in tie direction of erecting a 
cottave hospital in Clifden. 

“As the result of the discussion that 
followed, it was made clear that the present 
accommodation is totally inadequate for the 
county, and that the cost of erecting even 
one hospital and to equip it would be quite 
bevond the resources at the disposal of this 
Committee. 
referred to stated that the hospital accom- 
modation in County Mayo also was in- 
adequate for the requirements of the people. 
It may be mentioned that this Committee, out 
of the funds at their disposal, have provided 
a trained nurse in each of the three districts 
of Cleggan, Connty Galway; Rathlacken and 
Blacksod, County Mayo. These nurses are 
under the control of the Lady Dudley Nursing 
Committee, and the work of these nurses 
among the poor of the areas has proved a 
great success. In view, however, of the cost 
of this scheme of nursing, the Committee feel 
that they cannet provide from their funds any 
additional nurses, although they have been 
pressed to do so, and to provide similar 
schemes in various other districts of Galway 
and Mayo. The Committee directed me to 
communicate with your department, in the 
hope that the question of improving the 
present hospital accommodation in these 
areas would be favourably considered at the 
earliest possible moment.”

| and detectives surprised the mew in their 


It appeared that in 
1930 they started with ordinary drilling, and 
after a little while they got toy guns end 
sticks. Later they got rifles, and on the 
last few occasions on which they met they 
had a case of revolvers brought to the house 
where they drilled. The men, apparently, 
had word of the Guards’ surprise visit when 
all the men attempted to get away, but three 
of the leaders were caught. A large quantity 
of arms and ammunition was found, and 
subsequently the fourth man—the captain 
of the company—was arrested. Later they 
were brought before a special court and re- 
manded to Dungarvan. 

The first witness called was William 
Doherty, of Clonbrick, who said that in 
September, 1930, he first joined the I.R.A. 
The first meeting was held in some house 
in the fields near Knock-na-Blath, and, fol- 
lowing that, they met at different places, 
always under cover of darkness. John 
Harding, one of the accused men, used 
drill, and some of the young recruits used 
drill among themselves. 

“We went into the house in the fields 
to be sworn in, but the rest of them started 
langhing, and there wis no swearing then,” 
said the witness. “TÍ was never sworn in.” 

Witness had made an information abont 
this case on Monday morning last. 

The Superintendent, at this stage, said 
that witness in that information had stated 
that he had been sworn in. The witness 
was shown his statement, but he replied 
that he was unable to read He became 
very hesitant in his answers, and the Justice 
said: “If you know an answer to the 
questions, say it. If you do not, say so; for 
I am not going to sit here all day listening 
to this kind of answering.” 


RECRUITS, 


Thé witness said that on Friday night 
last he went te Connie Brien’s house, down 
to the bovs, where he heard John Harding's 
voice. They met in entire darkness. A 
couple of voung recruits came in: then Tom 
Rvan, followed by other recruits. After 
some time a box was brought in. He did 
not know what was in it and he did not 
then sea any revolvers or ammunition taken 
out. John Ryan gave the alarm that the 
Guards were coming. Witness was about 
to light a match. but they all went out 
into the yard. After some one had said. 
“Come on.” they took to the fields, ard 
Witness could not sav who remained at the 
verd Tommy Ryan, the accused, went over 
the fields ith them and the voung O’Tooles, 
hut no clder recruits came. They heard the 
shont “‘Hends up.” and they took to the 
fie'ds. 

Continuing, witness said that sometimes 
they drilled @ith old sticks, and they had old 
classes of runs. and they used to say to one 
another they are rifles. (Lavghter.) Drilling 
parties were held every month, and they had 
one or two dances 

The Superintendent—Can von tell us the 
names of the men who drilled vou? 

Witness- I cannot remember. 

The Snperintendent—Did you ever drill 
anybody ’—I did: and we used to drill one 
another. John Harding used to call the roll. 
It was usual for Harding to call the roll, but 
witness could not recognise the book produced 
by the Superintendent.

“FINE ACTING AT 
DRAMA FEIS. 


From Our Sreciat Representative. 
BELFAST, Wednesday Night. 


HE third night of the Northern Drama 
Fa Feis at Belfast again attracted a large 
audience to-night. The very unusual! 
spectacle was. witmessed of a “ honse full ”’ 
pH displayed outside the Empire Theatre. 
The oig attractions were the winners of 
last year’s competition—the Carrickfergus 
rtory Players in “ General John Regan,” 
and the Belfast Jewish Institute Dramatic 
Society in “ Loyalties.’’ George A. Berming- 
ham’s play was the great success of its time, 
te Charles Hawtrey in the part of 
Dr. O'Grady, and John Galsworthy’s “ Loyal- 
ties " is widely regarded as that dramatist’s 
best play. After winning the competition 
here fast year the Carrickfergus Players look 
like being the winners again this year. Their 
ormance of “ General John Regan ” would 
ve made even Charles. Hawtrey indulge in 
some thinking about his interpretation of the 
character of the somewhat slippery Dr. 
O'Grady, as George A. Bermingham created 
him, and as Hawtrey interpreted him. The 
doctor was just one of those loose-thinking 
and high-spirited Irishmen who graced the 
novels of Lever and Lover, but possibly, un- 
known to his creator, the vivacious doctor 
had a brain that was active as much 
as his body was energetic. It was this 
active brain that was Hi endidly brought into 
action last mght by Mr. R. H. MeVCandless 
in his portrayal of the doctor. To watch him 
wheedle the obstreperous and jealous mem- 
bers of his committee, keep the activities of 
his more zealous helpers in check, train the 
bandmaster in the correct notes of “ Rule 
Brittania’’ and at the critical moment change 
it to “ The rising of the moon,” and finally 
mollify the outraged Aide-de-Camp to the 
Lord: Li ant into making a speech at the 
unveiling ceremony, were to watch the acti- 
vity of qualities that the dramatist only 
dimly discerned in the doctor. In his part 
Mr. R. H. McCandless gave life to a new 
character that was at the same time true to 
the Ireland of the past and the present, and 
Was amateur acting as it is very rarely seen 
on any stage. 


THEN AND NOW. 


There are probably few people to-day who 
do not know that the play, “‘ General John 
Regan,” is supposed to have been based 
upon an anecdote told at the same 
time to George A. Bermingham and Lady 
Gregory. In Lady Gregory’s hands it 
became the play known as “ The Image,” and 
George A, Birmingham made it into his 
reatest theatrical success in the person of 

harles Hawtrey. Now again it comes to life 
with an amateur dramatic company, com- 
posed of the people of the little town of 
Carrickfergus. The members of this society 
are all workers in that town—chemists and 
grocers, labourers and proprietors of cinemas 
—-who give their spare moments to the study 
and production of the plays that take their 
fancy. Last night they had in the characters 
of the priest, the hotel proprietor, the bands- 
man, the newspaper editor, and the 
American tourist, who ultimately pays for 
the monument and the pier, actors who would 
be very creditable to a professional company. 
Their producer knows how to select a play 
that is suited to the capacities of the 
members, and he knows, also, how to cast 
his members in the réles best suited to their 
voices and physique, as well as to their 
mentalities. 

This company is directed by Mr. 
McCandless, who did work with Belfast stock 
companies thirty years ago, and who now, as 
a chemist in Carrickfergus, gives the theatre 
his leisure. He is amply supported by his 
colleagues, four of whom were with him at 
the founding of the-soriety. It is enthusiasts 
like these who will bring the theatre back 
to popularity and artistic success. 

The second play, ‘ Loyalties,” was pre 
sented by the Belfast Jewish Institute 
Dramatic Society, but in this case zeal for 
the higher drama outran the acting ability 
of the company. Here is a play in which the 
English caste system is satirised and con- 
demned, but not for a moment did the com- 
pany seem to réalise that it was acting in 
anything more than the crudest melodrama. 
Itis odd that even in the case of the Jew; 
De Levis, the company did not realise John 
Galsworthy’s characterisation. In the case 
of the English gentleman, General Canynge, 
there was not even an attempt to get the 
psychology of the English public school man, 
and in the great club scene in the second act 
the company broke miserably. 

This was one of the pathetic attempts of 
amateur societies to stage plays which are so 
far beyond their capacity. There is, how- 
ever, good acting material in this Jewish 
Institute Dramatic Society.

DUNDALE, Wednesday. 


T the meeting of the Dundalk Urban 
Council, Mr. Patrick Hughes protested 
against the action of the Council in 

two of their tenants before the 
High Courts in order to get possession of 
their houses. The old ‘spirit-of charity was 
dying out, said Mr. Hughes. 

The Town Clerk (Mr. O’Mahony) said that 
the Council had ordered the solicitor to ob- 
tain possession of the houses, and the pro- 
ceedings were taken in the High Court after 
careful consideration, as being the most 
economical and the quickest means at their 
disposal. If they waited for the Circuit 
Court, they would be without rent for months 
more. In one case the tenant owed between 
£40 and £50 rent, and in the other case 
there had been £20 of arrears accumulated 
in one year. 

The Chairman (Mr. Coburn, T.D.) said 
that the members should recollect that the 
Councillors were only the guardians of the 
money of the ratepayers, and, while they 
never took any precipitate action against 
tenants, they found very few people to act 
as apologists for them when the auditor came 
along and surcharged them. No matter what

| the Council did they would be blamed.

high-horse business. If people who owed a 
few weeks’ arfears were to be évictéd, half 
the town would be out on the streets in time 
of emergency. Ordinary landlords took the 
ordinary course of the law, and brought their 
cases before a Justice. 

Mr. McGahon said that it was a fact that 
cases were never brought to Court by the 
Council until every other means had failed 
and the tenants, were properly warned. But 
in the case of a man who allowed arrears 
amounting to £22 to accumulate in a year 
there was little else to do except get posses- 
síon.

An X-ray examination was conducted to- 
day, and it was foudd that a bullet had 
passed through Bell's shoulder. The police 
are searching for the man who fired the 
shots, and the official description of him has 
teen issued as follows :— 

‘Tall, medium build, fair hair, aged 
about 3; strawberry-coloured suit, dark 
cap, and an educated accent.”

| “ an appalling item of expenditure.’’ Is 


it conceivable that the Government has a 
genuine desire to do away with this evil, 
which has grewn to its present huge pro- 
portions almost entirely through the mal- 
administration of Socialist Ministers? 
There 1s nothing to show thatthe Labour 
‘Governmént proposes’ to do anything of 
practical value. Mr. Snowden’s speech 
reveals that his party is not blind to the 
| parlous situation; it even admits that

Britain and Russia. 

_ The United States Government. recog- 
nises the Russian menace to American 
industry, and new regulations, issued at 
Washington, place theburden of proof 
upon the shipper that convict labour has 
not been used in the manufacture of 
imports. Under these regulations . the 
Treasury has barred the. import of lumber 
and pulp-wood from four districts of 
Northern ‘Russia. The British Govern- 
ment, however, still «refuses to quarrel 
with. Moscow, still denies any. official 
knowledge of “the forced labour system, 
and still allows all British markets to 
be flooded with Russian goods. At present 
Riga and Reval afe preparing to dccom- 
modate huge supplies of Russian timber 
which are destined for England. These 
will be followed by thirty thousand tons 
of Russian soap—to be sold at prices 
with which no English manufacturer can 
compete. Trade union labour is dear in 
England; in Russia the flesh and blood 
from which the Soviet slave-drivers extract 
twelve. hours of daily toil are terribly 
cheap. For the British people. their 
Government’s connivance at Russian 
forced labour is an industrial danger 
and a moral disgrace; and, since the 
Government will not act, a large body of 
public opinion is resolved to bring the 
matter to an issue. A bill will be intro- 
duced in the House of Lords. which is 
designed to remove all doubts as to the 
law’ affecting the importation ‘of prison- 
marie, goods. , A; new committee opened 
offices yesterday in London which, under 
the title of the Trade Defence Union, 
will organise a public campaign against 
Russian imports. Its acting’ chairman. is 
Viscount ‘Brentford, and other members ; 
are the Duke of Atholl, Lord Melchett, 
Sir: E, Hilton Young, M.P.; and Com- 
mander Carlyon Bellairs, M. P. Already 
some important firms, including Messrs. 
W. H. Smith and-.Son, have decided that 
they will cease to buy Russian timber and 
oats. _Furthermore, the Christian Protest 
Movement, supported by leading members 
of. all the Churches, will try to srouse 
England ‘to her duty as a Christian 
country. It.is a miserable thing that such 
need should exist. Mr, Gladstone stirred 
England to righteous fury against atrocities 
far fewer and less dreadfu) than those 
whith Mr. Macdonald’s Government 
ignores.
